» IS Excecllencie arriving at VIi/- 
Ba ſeing toward the cnde of Tune , 
xx bringing with him about 3o.En- 
2) ſignes of newe leuicd Engliſhe 
ſouldiers , found the Town of 
Sluce beſeiged by the Duke of 
> Parma: his chicte forces remay- 

ning intheTle of Caſſand, where 
himſelfe was for the moſt part inperſon: the reſt in $: 
Ams Land ynder the commaundement of La More, 
falue that his horſe-men, with ſome bands of foote, 
were diſperſed ypon the Coaſt,and vpon Straites,fox 
gard of Dikes and paſſages in ſundrie places. 

Theſe forces of the Duke of Parma, were lodged in 
ſuch a ſort, that there was no acceſſe ynto them, but y- 
pon narrowe banks : the which were in manie places 
retrenched and cutoff in ſuch ſort, as(in reſpett of the 
aduantage ofthe (cituation)they were wel able to haue 
anſwered, treble their forces that ſhould by land haue 
inuaded them. 

By ſea they had alſo by Piles, Shippes and boates in 
ſhew croſled the haucn,and planted certaine platformes 
of Ordinance,to beat ſuch ſhips as ſhould attemptto en- * 
rer to ſuccour the Towne.

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Neuertheleſle,in the iudgement of the beſt Milicarie 
men , this was founde the onely waic torelieuc the 
Towne,and tothat end preparation made of ſhippes of 
war tocnter, & one or twoſhipes eſpecially of purpoſe 
framcd with fire workes very artificially, to hauc bro- 
ken any Bridge and opened a paſlage, although it had 
bene much more forcibly cloſed than indeed that was. 
Truc it isthatthe Admirall Naſſau and his ſeacap- 
taines made the marter yerie dangerous, and required 
that the forces by land might be alſo attempted art the 
ſame time : and at the firſt itwas by his Excellencie 
ment that the Camplhould haue bene affailed 3. waics. 
viz, from 1/endick Sconce towards Coxey,on Caſſand, 8 
fro Oſtend. But vpon more deliberate conſideration of 
the {cituation of theſe places : it was found, that after 
wee ſhould hauc ſurprized the Sconce of 1/endick there 
was no polsibility to martch towards S{uce,or towards 
the Enemics Camp,but vpon ſtraight Dikes,with ſun- 
dric abrupt paſlages by them fortified in ſuch ſort : 
thata yeric fewe might hauc made head on that ſideto 
anic great Armic, andnotto be paſſed without great 
"A of our people: andlong time before we could 
approcheto anic blowes with the Encmic. On the 0- 
therſide of Caſ5and the coaſt ſo flat and farre out into 
the Sca, as there wasno landing, but as men muſt wade 
a greatdiſtancein the water , ſubictt to all the ſhot of 
the Encmic that might lye coucred ynder the marſh 
banks, and then no way to approch the Camp, but yp- 


on fortified ſtraights as before . It was therefore con- 


cluded,that the onely way to approch the Campe by 
land, was, from Ostend, where his Excellencie mi

meanc time diuers Burgers of Vlishing(that miſtruſted 
the coldneſſe of the Admiraltie and States ) made offer 
to his Excellencie,that if they might haucſhipping they 
would yndertake to enter the Hauen : and pur into the 
Town both men and munition without attending any 
attempt to bee made vpon the Enemiec by land, which 
they ſawe to be a matter of great hazard & not poſsible 
inrcaſon to take anieeftet;the ſtrong ſcituation of the 
Encmics Campe conſidered. | 

The reaſons that mooucd them to doubt the colde- 
nelle of the Admiraltie were theſe, They knew them 
to bee perſons whollic at the deuotion of the rates : 
howe ſmall carc the Srates tooke of Sluce, Oftend, or 
anic other Townes in Flaunders was they ſay apparant 
long before, when their ſouldiers by their Euill pay & 
prouiſions,were-manie times reduced to ſuch extremi- 
tics , as it was greatlic doubted that neceſlitic ſhoulde 
conſtraine them to deliuer yp the townes to the Ene- 
mic. And the yeare 1586. when his Exccllencic was 
moouecd to haue imployed his forces into Flaunders, 
(where no doubt he might haue wonne immoral! ho- 
nour and reduced againe the moſt part of that Country 
co the ynited prouinces)the Seates generally cuer difli- 
ked of anic Enterprize that way : and perſwaded his 
Excellencie wholly tothat other courſe of Ghelderland, 
Oner 7 ſell. &c. | 

Therecaſons that moouecd the Srares thereto , ſome 
ſuppole weretheſe. 

Firſt, if Flaunders ſhould bee regained , then agreat 
number of wealthie men (that were nowe in Hellend 
ſerled) would returne thither, and ſo impoucriſhgreat«

Another reaſon was,that they found thoſe garriſons 
of Slace, Axell, ONend, &c. to cxhauſt much of the

But the third and moſt forcible of all,was, that they 
had as it was thoughtconceaueda certain icaloufie that 
Flaunders lying ſo necre England, her Maicſhe might 
cazeto her owne vſeall fuch Ports, Townes, and pla- 
ces of {trength as ſhould bee gayned rhere,and hauing 
convenient Ports ſo necre her Realme for convenient 
receipt and ſuccour of her Shipping , ſhould by that 
meanes beable to rule them,and not be ruled by them, 
Thelc icaloultes and conceipts are ſuppoſed to bee the 
Theſe inſilens Cauſes that haue made the Eſtates fo colde and back- 
ſrecheref the ward inthe relicuingthis Towne of Sluce, albcit the 
pou ik, "*74 common people in many places, ſpcake more broadly, 
ſbarp penal and lay plaincly that the States from timeto time haue 
edi} ofthe yictualled the enemic, making to them of Holland, 
= err tacreby an infinite gayne,and thatthe cacmic had good 
med <: Md. allurance from ſome of.them before his Sicdge of 
- 231g : Sluce, that hee ſhould not bee unpeachcd by them. 
mehr,  VWhercunothcy ad many ſhrewde Preſampions 
She Firſt, thatthe Enemic was continuallie victualled by 
their fufterance and Licences : Secondly, that cucn a little 
before Sluce was beliedged, the Srates ſent for certaine 
of the beſt bands out of the Lowne,which the Gouer- 
nour would not conſent ynto : 7%rdly, that certaine 
Shippes were of purpoſe runa groiid before Sluce in 
ſuch lortas the enemics horſemen might take them ; 
without which it was not poſsible ro hane made an 
ſhewe of ſtopping vp the channell. Laſt of all their 
Eg ſtrange 
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ſtrange backwardnefſe in g1uing aide anic way by men 
or munition , when Capraine Hart and others of Vii/- 
ſins offered them to enter before his Excellencies arri- 
all So that if Sir William Ruſſell Lord Gouernour of 
Viifhing, had not verieprouidentlic & carneſtly trauai- 
led to nd in ſuch prouifions as vpon the ſodaine hee 
prouided : rhe Towne had beene much more deſtitute 
of all meancs to hold out than it was. 

But albeit I amnot carricd fo farre as to belecue all 
the people ſpeake(though vox popult be manic times for 
th termed vox Det: eſpeciallice when it is grounded 
yponlong triall and experience: ) yetthat by {ruits the 
eree may bediſcerned , and ſo a right eſtimate made of 
theſe conieures;I will reportas neere as I canthe cer- 
tainc truth how matters haue paſſed, & whatalsiſtance 
his Excellencie hath recciucd trom the States for this im- 
porrant enterprize for the 1clcite of Sluce, 

Firſt his Excellencie ypon his arriuall, finding in his 
abſence ſtrange cttets wrought by bad praQtizes of his 
Encmics, who (perhaps aſpiring to aduaunce them- 
ſelues,or to blemiſh his Honour) aid in the meanetime 
foſter the ſcedes of molt ſeditious diſcord, tendingto 
the Ruyncof theſe Prouinces, and great Hhinderance of 
hir Mateſtics ſeruice here: His Exceilencie (I ſay) found 
it veric conuenient, firſt to do all his beſt endeuours to 
reduce this infected bodic to health : And to cfteft the 
ſame,forgiuing all injuries dooneto himſclte, laboring 
nothing bur the ſafctic of theſe Prouinces commirted 
to his charg, tmmediatly ypon his lading wrote for an 
aſſemblicofthe States ar Middleburgh : where after he 
had too long time(in re{pect of hig vretr aftaires)atten- 
ded them in vaine, he went 1nperſoto Berghenyp zome, 
and after to Doyt,to ctiect onely his firit purpoſe: to xe- 
cure all (cditious wounds, and to drawe all in one line 
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tothe relicke of this beſciged Towne: Not omitting 
inthe meanetime to beſtowe in ſcuerall Garriſons his 
newe leuied ynarmed Souldiers , with order for their 
ſpecdicarming; and in ſtecde of themcalling rogeather 
from Garriſons farre-and wide diſperſed, toure thow- 
ſand or there abouts of the old bandes in her Mateſties 
pay, and ſuch as being armed & furviſhed were before 
the fifteenth of Tulic1n caſe to be employed in ſeruice. 
In the meane time his Excellencie becing deſirous to 
knowe what aſsiſtance he might expe from the States 
of the Countrie Forces, a booke was dcliucred to the 
L. Marſhall, of twentic foure thowſand fouldicrs in 
theirpay,belides two thowſand horſe orthereabouts, 
and beſides hir Mateſtiesaydes. Of all theſe their Forces 
for ſo important a ſeruice, ifthey would onlic haue de- 
liverd fourc thowſand ſouldicrs,his Excellencie was de- 
termined with them and the reſt of his Engliſh bands 
without regard of any perrill to haue aflalted the 
Campe. But notwithſtanding the importunate ſolici- 
tations of his Excellence, & preſsing allo of his auQtho» 
ritie (albcit Coune Hollock, had at that time as it is ſaide 
ſix thowſand men in Brabant in Armcs)before the loſle 
ot the Towne, he was neuer able to get fromthemany 
one band of theirs: and with great ditticultie could ob- 
taineto haucthe Engliſh which were with him, 

Truc it is, thatthe Burgers of Middlebrough and Mie 
ſhing did verie willingly offer their aſsiſtance; butthey 
were but fewe : and chat was doone vtterlie without 
aide or algiſtance ot the Srates, 

Wirh the(e [male forces of thirtie Engliſh Enſignes, 
with foure Cornets of horſe; his Excellencie ſent Sir 
William Pelhamthe I. Marſhall accompanied with the 
Lord willoughby, Sir William Ruſſell, and manie other 
perſons of Honor andaccount,into Flaunders : having 


belides 
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beſides ſome few Companies of this Country, that he 
had raiſed ypon hir Mateſties charge;& that voliitarily 
from Middleburgh and Vlisſhing, oftered them(clues for 
the guard of his perſon, part whercot wereal(o left to 
accompanic Colls: Morgan , who was by his Excellencie 
appoynted to ioyne with the Admirall Naſſantocnter 
the Hauen.

Munition, Victuals,&c. For boatcs and Skiftes to land 
our men,on thoſe flat Coaſts we had not ſufficient to 
diſbarke our little Armie in one wholeday. And for 
Woagygons his Excellencie could not get inough to 
carric two daies yiCtualls with ys to Blankenburgh , and 
yet diners chicfe perſons and officers of our ſmall Ar. 
mie for waht of Carriage forced to leauc their Tents 
behinde them : Sothat for this Attion I knowenor 
what the States could doe moreto makethe world be- 
lecue the common voyce of the people ( for their cor- 
reſpondence with the Enemiczor {mal care forthe loſle 
of any Towne in Flaundeys) to bee to true : neither can 
I imagine what was poſſible for any Generall (cither
